The teacher 
in Circle City, which is above the arc­ 
tic circle and the farthest city north, 
was an American from Nebraska,

don’t know what her name was or what 
pay she got—probably $ 75 a month. 
There were no churches in Dawson 
up to the time I left. 
There will be a 
Catholic church built 
this 
summer. 
There will probably be also an English 
church and a Presbyterian church too. 
Bishop Rowe of Boston has the latte r in 
charge. Father Judge was there when I 
came away. 
Dawson has no theater yet. 
They 
wanted me to saw out 50,000 feet of 
lumber for one, but I was too busy to 
do it. 
There is a theatrical company in that 
district. 
It has been playing at Circle 
City. 
The leading actor and manager 
of it is George Snow. 
His wife is the 
leading lady. They are real good. They 
gave all sorts of plays— “ Uncle Tom ’s 
Cabin” one night, “ Old K entucky” the 
next, “ C am ille“ the next, “ The News 
hoy” the next. 
It is a repertory com­ 
pany. They will have a theater in Daw­ 
son this winter. 
We have a graveyard started and two 
graves 111 it. 
One is that of Bert Stick- 
ney, who died a natural death cn Lake 
la Barge, and the other is that of C. O. 
Felch, who died of heart disease in the 
room over my office. 
We had service 
over these men conducted by a church 
of England man.

Bishop Bumpers is the head of the 
English church, and this was one of the 
clergymen under him. The bishop is at 
Forty Mile, hut will move to Dawson.

We have Dr. Wills, a Canadian phy­ 
sician; Dr. Chambers, from Yakima, 
Wash. I think they charge according to 
the way a man is fixed. 
I know one 
man got a finger taken off and was 
charged $ 200 for the job.

There .« 
no drug store except w hat Dr. Wil ls has. 
There was a law yer’s office started 
just before I left by two Beattie law ­ 
yers.

Across the Klondike river there is a 
little Indian village called Louse Tow n, 
which is known on the map as Klon­ 
dike 
The Indians are of the tribe of 


made out of logs. 
There is an arch

The summer opens about May 15 
The ieo goes down the river, and by 
June 1 no snow is seen anywhere. You 
can plant or sow grain there on May 
15. 
1 have raised barley and oats there 
for two years. 
You can raise potatoes, 
but they don’t muture. 
Not enough 
could be raised of any of these crops to 
support the people, because there are 
only a few places where yon can raise 
them, 
On the highlands of the mainland the 
frost strikes every month in the year. 
The only favorite places for farming 
are on the islands, and near the coast cf 
these. 
When you get back too far from 
the water, the frost strikes there. 
Mr. MeQuesten has a garden at Forty 
Mile. 
He raises potatoes, barley and 
oats, horse feed, turnips, lettuces, rad­ 
ishes and cabbage. 
He sells them and 
gets giHwi prices for them. 
Turnips sell 
there for 10 cents a pound. Air. Harper, 
at Fort Selkirk, has a garden. 
That is 
at the head of the Yukon river, where 
the Felly and the Lewis rivers meet, 
17is miles from Dawson. 
The summer lasts from May 15 until 
Sept. 1. 
Your crops can grow during 
that time. 
On March 21 and oil Sept. 21 we have 
the sun as you do here. 
The days 
lengthen and shorten there at tin 
rate 
of seven minutes a day. 
The longest 
day there is June 22. 
On that day we 
have the sun for about 20 hours—a 
clear, warm sun. 
It was 93 degrees the 
day I left there. 
W inter Beg in» Kept. I. 
After the winter sets in, about the first 
of September, the cold comes gradually. 
In the months of September and October 
the climate is fine. The month of Octo­ 
ber there is about the same as Novem­ 
ber here. A lter that everything is closed 
up. The Yukon river usually closes be­ 
tween the 1st and the 10th of Novem­ 
ber. It is not navigable after that time 
until the next spiing. 
The reason we cannot get provisions 
there is on account of not having steam­ 
ers enough in the summer, and in the 
winter the river is not navigable at all, 
so that t-he best way of getting into the 
country is closed. 
The ice in the river freezes 5k2 feet 
thick, according to Air. Ogilvy, who cut 
holes for measurement once a month 
during the winter. From that time un ­ 
til June 15 of the n>. xt summer the life 
th*' men and women lead is about the 
sani« * as in any mining camp. 
In the w inter time the nights are 
spent in playing cards. 
Among the 
1 gamblers the great game 
is 
poker, 
j Among tht* miners the favorites are 
| whist, pedro, crioblige and clunkers. 
! 
Dawson is a woman’s ccnnLy. 
Any 
j woman who can get along in any ouii- 
narily healthy town would be able to 
take care of herself there, 
KuKMtan Hath» T here Too. 
As far as cleanliness goes, we have 
theJRussian bath. 
The bathhouses are 


A Safe Sum m er J ou rney and but One Dan­ 
g e r Spot. 
The diggings are up the Klondike to 
the east of Dawson. They begin w ithin 
two miles of the town site and extend 
20 miles at least on both sides of the 
Klondike river. The district isahout 20 
miles square— that is, the gold bearing 
district where the placer mines are. 
It 
is on both sides of the river and is com­ 
posed of two mining districts, known 
as the Bonanza and Gold Bottom m in ­ 
ing districts. The Gold Bottom district 
is on the south side of the Klondike 
river and is farther away from Dawson 
than Bonanza. 
The tributaries of the Klondike are 
small creeks running into it all the way 
from 
two to five milt s apart. 
The 
claims are located along these creeks. 
There are not less than 4U of these trib­ 
utaries. 
It is the same way with the 
Yukon. The whole country for 20 miles 
between the Yukon and the» Klondike, 
up to the point where Dawson is situ­ 
ated, is composed of creeks, and all 
along these claims are staked out. 
The people who go there now will 
have to look for new fields. Pretty near­ 
ly all of the Klondike has been monop­ 
olized and nearly all the claims taken 
up. From there they will have to go in 
an easterly direction 
to 
the 
Btuart 
river. T hat is about ICO miles east and 
is the nearest district in which there is 
any promise of gold development-, and 
that is uncertain. 
The journey from Ban Francisco to 
Dawson is not hard in the summt r 
time. 
When leaving Ban Francisco, a 
man does not need to take anything 
w ith him. He can get his outfit cln ap *r 
and to better advantage— just what he 
needs— in Juneau, because the traders 
there have made it a study, and a man 
can get just w hat will meet his needs 
the best, 
The (Jhilkat pass is not dangerous in 
the summer time. 
It is a defile in the 


mountains « bout 80 miles long, w ith 
just an Indian trail leading up io the 
summit. 
It is a gradual ascent and de­ 
scent. 
In the winter the danger lies in 
the storms, which are liable to overtake 
the travelers just as in any other place 
in the mountains. 
Men can cross that pass w ith as lit­ 
tle danger in the summer as they can 
cross any other mountain pass. You can 
form some idea of the difficulty of the 
ascent from the fact that if you turn a 
horse loose on the trail he will walk 
over himself. 
The journey beyond the pass is fine 
during the summer. 
Yon have to get a 
boat or build one upon reaching Lake 
Lindeman, which is 14 miles from the 
summit. 
You go through Lake Linde- 
man, which is 5 miles long. 
Then 
there is a portage of a mile along a 
Binall river, which is hard to run. 
Then you reach Lake Bennett, 28 
miles long and a terrible crossing, 4 
miles; Tokol lake, 21 miles; then mud 
and marshy lakes, 24 miles. Then come 
Liuk river, 27 miles; 
Miles canyon, 
sf-veu-eighths of a mile, and 8 miles 
of water to White Horse rapids. A sign 
will be seen on the left bank going 
down, “ Look out!” in big letters a foot 
square. 
1 helped to put the sign there. 
It is 
the only dangerous place on the route, 
It is better to skip the canyon and go 
around. 1 would not advise any tender­ 
foot to try it, or any large boats, al­ 
though 1 always run it myself w ith a 
small boat. 
The waves comb back and 
are liable to swamp your boat unless it 
is very skillfully handled. 
That is a mile long. Then there are 80 
miles of Link river; then Lake La Barge, 
81 miles long. 
Now we reach Lewis 
river, 200 miles to Fori Selkirk, which 
is at the junction of the Felly and Lew­ 
is rivers, v Inch unite and form the Yu­ 
kon; then 08 miles to White river, 10 
miles to Btuart river; Fort Ogilvie, 2o 
miles; then to Dawson, 40 miles. 


Non«* Starving cm the Way. 
I never heard of anybody starving to 
death on that route. 
I have heard of 
some being lost. 
I never heard of their 
dying of hardship. 
In the winter time 
the United States station had mail every 
month. 
I would not care to go in tlris w inter 
and would not advise any one to rry 
this rcute. I am afraid a man who was 
not thoroughly fam iliar with the coun­ 
try or did not have a guide would not 
be able to get through in the winter, 
and even if he did he would suffer great 
hardships. 
In the summer he would get along all 
right. 
I don’t think Dawson will be provi­ 
sioned this winter to take care of all 
those people, bt cause there are 
not 
enough boats on the river to take in the 
provisions. 
I don't think the company’s boats can 
n s into Dawson for more 
men. 
There are probably 
now, and more go in g ! 


Henderson. 
He got it out by his gold 
pan in Gold Bottom creek, about 20 
miles from Dawson. 
That discovery 
was in the form of rather fiaky gold— 
float gold— that 
is, the lighter gold, 
which is carried along by the w ater and 
does not settle to the bottom of the 
creeks. 
Water will keep working the lighter 
gold down the creek, while the heavier 
nuggets will hang back and be found 
near the head. 
1 saw this discovery of 
Henderson’s— what he struck first. 
He 
had it in a bottle, about $ 12 in nug­ 
gets, I should think. 
That was merely 
from prospecting. It was probably three 
days after the find that I saw it. 
That 
was really the first find which led to 
the discovery of the district. 
Have 1 really seen gold taken out of 
this Klondike district? Well, I guess I 
have. 
I panned gold on my own dump 
last spring. 
1 took out of nine pans on 
claim No. 22, Hunker creek, $ 17 in 
nugget gold. 
I saw two pans panned 
out by a fellow named Alercier and his 
partner which paid $ 620. 
They tock 
about 20 minutes to pan out the two. I 
saw Air. Lippey when he probably had 
$ 350 in one pan. 
I did not see it 
weighed. 
(#28,000 lu Four Hour» . 
I guess McDonald turned out the big­ 
gest work for u day. 
With three men 
shoveling in for about four hours he 
took out 86 pounds, which was worth 
between $ 27,000 and $ 28,000. 
I heard 
of other big discoveries which I know 
to be correct. 
1 know that Fhisicatter 
cleaned up $ 92,000 as he claimed. 
A claim on Bonanza creek by the 
hand labor of four men m three months 
cleaned up $ 65,000. The claim belonged 
to Louis Rhodes. 
Another one cleaned 
up $ 100,000 in three months. 
A claim 
m the El Dorado district cleaned up 
$ 125,000 in the same time. 
Three men 
in the months of March and April pan­ 
ned out of 24 feet of dirt $ 62,000. That 
mine was owned by Leggett, Gates and 
Bchutes. 
A fourth interest in each of 
two other claims cleaned up $ 40,000 
apiece. 
I ’ll tell you where they get all wrong 
on these things. 
These diggings have 
not been exaggerated and cannot be ex 
aggerated. 
You meet a man, and he 
will tell you he has brought out $ 50,- 
000. 
Another man will 
tell you he 
brought out $ 125,000. Then the steam ­ 
ers come down to Beattie and give an ­ 
other edition of tlx* same thing. 
It is a pretty hard matter to get at 
the exact amount of gold produced in 
the Klondike region and brought tirthis 
country 
by 
the 
steamships 
which 
, !. ought the first reports of the big dia- 
j coveries. 
Borne of the men have undoubtedly 
j exaggerated reports » is to tin lr own dis- 
j coveries, but it is impossible to go into 
| detail and tell wherein they have falsi- 
; fied. 
I 
1 am confident that every man who 
c am e down on the steam* r Portland 
brought some gold, and some of them 


large quantities—how large only they 
themselves know. 1 don’t know Aloss of 
Montana, who said there were 2,000 
graves up there. He was never in Daw­ 
son. 
I would not like to say that any one 
of the men has lied about the amount 
of gold that no brought out, but I have 
no personal knowledge that many of 
the men brought out what they said 
they did. 
Our steamers brought down about 
$ 2,000,000. There was $ 4,000,000 taken 
out, as near as we could get at it, in the 
district last winter. 
It was taken out, 
as you m ight say, in two m onths’ time, 
by hand labor with pick and shovel. 
I don’t think there were over 400 
men employed in doing this. McDonald 
got a good lot of that gold. 
Berry was 
benefited as much as any. 
Fhisicatter, 
Mercier, Stanton and sou, George AIul- 
ligan, Warden brothers, Louis Rowe 
and several others got large amounts. I 
guess 1 got my share.

I first heard of the big discovery in 
August.

There are lots of animals and fish in 
the Yukon and Klondike districts. The 
moss and brush country is overrun by 
mice. 
They are not rats. 
There are 40 
different kinds of mice. They cause lots 
of damage in the stores of the settle­ 
ments. 
The fur bearing animals there are 
marten; silver, black 
and arctic or 
white foxes; lynx, otter, land otter, 
beaver, mink, muskrat. 
There are no 
buffalo now, but we find buffalo liorns, 
showing that they ha\u existed there. 
We .»! cot mi. -eninl ca n to n for meat. 
Caribou are plentiful; moose are not. 
There are lots of bears, biaek, brown, 
grizzly and white. Th- re are no deer ex­ 
cept the Siberian deer, which are do­ 
mestic and from whose fur the “ pur 
kies” we weui are made. We have a lit­ 
tle ground bird, and swallows are thick. 
Geese and wild ducks, which breed on 
the rooks and rivers iu the summer 
time, are very plentiful. The geese are 
so thick sometimes that you can’t hear 
yourself talk. 
During the month of 
August they come south as the sum ­ 
mer ends. 
The fishing is g< od in the Yukon and 
Klondike riv rs. 
We catch king salm­ 
on there that weigh from 80 to 100 
pounds, grayling that weigh 1 
pounds, 
whitefish from 1 to 20 pounds, lake 
trout from 5 to 48 pounds and ling, a 
sort of eel without scales, looking a 
good deal like a snake. 
Borne of these 
weigh 25 or 30 pounds. 
We catch most 
of these by trolling, except the salmon, 
which we spear and net. 
In the winter 
we fish through the ice for wkiteiish, 
grayling, pike and ling. 
P lenty ol B uilding Timber. 
We have spruce, cottonwood and birch 
timber, all of which is good for build­ 
ing purposes. The hills are quite thick- 1 
ly cover« d with large trees. The valleys j 
have rtally the best timber. 
There are | 
lots of wiid flowers in the summer i 
months. 
The wild roses are most com­ 
mon. 
They are similar to our single j 
leaf rests here. 
About the only thing 
we have there in the line, of medical

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herbs are ■wild tansy, white sage and 
juniper. Strawberries, raspberries and 
cranberries are abundant. 
I don’t believ e there is much outlook 
for manufacturing, although there is 
coal enough up there to support a great 
many factories at once, if there was 
anything to manufacture. 
The nearest 
smelter is at Tacoma, 2,000 miles away. 
I believ e there will be a smelter at Daw­ 
son ultim ately to treat the silv er and 
copper ores. 
There is plenty of silv er in that coun­ 
try, out it is of low grade and would 
not pay for transportation to be sm elt­ 
ed. In addition to silv er, there is Jots of 
copper. 
I hav e pick ed up chunk s of 
copper weighing eight pounds. 
It is 
found in the beds of the streams. 
The Indians use copper to mak e bul­ 
lets of. 
Other minerals found in the 
hills are cinnabar and galena ere. 
The 
formation of the rock is limestone, slate 
and granite. 


T H E PAY S T R E A K . 


M iners Must Iluild I'ires to Tha w 
the 
F roze n E a rth. 
The first indication of the existence 
of gold is to be found in the bed of the 
streams. The way they go at it? A man 
who has a claim there digs a hole where 
he think s it will pay to locate it. 
He 
sink s a shaft, as they do inside line 
and apex mines in the western country. 
He sink s this shaft to bedrock , which 
v aries from 6 to 1? or 20 feet below the 
surface of the ground. 
The ground is frozen to bedrock in 
i the w inter and in the sun nier also. 
It 
nev er thaws out. 
If he dot’s not strik e 
I pay dirt in that hole, he goes in a 
i straight line across his claim and sink s 
i another hole ¿30 ft 11 or so from the first 
| until • o reaches bedrock . 
He does this 
until ; c locates the pay streak 
Then 
he t- ;. i ts in and drifts. 
I ’j iiting is, after you get to your bed­ 
rock and get your pay streak located, 
! building a fire along this pay streak 
and thawing it out, then hoisting the 
dirt out with a windlass and buck et. 
The space is small that you hav e to 
start on, but after you work around 
aw hile you mak e a larger circle, 80 or 
40 feet across, which you work around. 
You fire it ev ery night and then hoist 
the dirt out. 
The wood is split up 
v ery fine spruce wocd— and is laid 
around close up to the grav el along the 
pay streak . 
Then it is fired in three or 
four different 
places. 
Grav el 
heats 
through v ery quick ly. With one fire you 
can loosen up and hoist as high as 125 
buck ets of earth, about 125 pounds to 
the buck et. 
Six Pa ns In a B ucket. 
A buck et usually holds six pans of 
dirt, 20 pounds to the pan. 
This is 
hoisted out with the windlass. 
It is 
piled up around the shaft on the dump. 
A man has to k eep raising his shaft. 
He will build his shaft first about four 
feet abov e the sufraceand raise the dirt 
until it is lev el with that. 
Then he will add more to his curbing, 


and so on until the shaft is sometimes 
80 or 40 feet in depth. The stuff that is 
dumped is left until spring opens and 
there is running water in the creek . 
Then he sets up his boxes and sluices 
to wash out the gold. The operation of 
sluicing out a ton of this tak es about 
20 
minutes, just as rapidly as four or fiv e 
men can shov el it in, all in a clutter. 
T hat is washed through the sluices. 
The boxes hav e ripples made out of 
2 by 
3 inch slabs laid about half an inch 
apart, leav ing a crack between for the 
pgold to settle into. The rock , grav el and 
other waste wash away. 
The refuse goes down the creek and 
is left to tak e care of itself. 
Gold and 
the black sand remain. 
Black sand is 
usually rich in gold, rusty gold. 
We 
usually strik e the pay streak near the 
bedrock , and it v aries in thick ness, be­ 
ing sometimes 6 or 8 feet wide. 
There is no gold in the beds of mock 
a nd v egetation on top. 
You strik e the 
pa y streak when you strik e the grav el, 
a nd the grav el is the last—one to eight 
feet abov e the bedrock . The grav el runs 
do wn in the crev ices of the bedrock 
sometimes. 
This gold sink s down to bedrock lev el 
from disintegrated quartz v eins, string­ 
ers, deposits, lodes, v eins, etc., all lo­ 
cal, and is found in nuggets v arying 
from 1 cent up to $680. They call nug­ 
gets dust. 
Go ld In A ll th e Strea m s. 
All of these tributary streams of the 
Yuk on and Klondik e contain gold, al­ 
though not in paying quantities in some. 
Hav e there been any conspicuous fail­ 
ures to find gold in these streams? Yes. 
There are a whole lot. 
Ten Mile oreek , 
a tributary of {Sixty Mile creek , is a 
failure, although practically the same 
k ind of a stream as the others. 
That is 
40 miles from Dawson. You don’t nat- 
I urally hear so much of the failures as 
you do of the sucoesses. 
Boulder creek , a tributary of Sixty 
Mile, was also a failure; Little Gold 
creek , another tributary of Sixty Mile, 
and sev eral others; Indian creek , a trib ­ 
utary of the Yuk on, and Quartz creek , 
a tributary of Indian creek . 
Dominion creek , a tributary of Indian 
riv er, is the latest rich discov ery, ac­ 
cording to reports. 
I see no reason why 
that should not be as rich relativ ely as 
the tributaries of the Yuk on. 


with the idea that he can pick gold off 
the bushes in that country. 
Gold mining in Alask a and N orth­ 
west Territories, aside from the natural 
hardships of the sev ere winter, is the 
toughest k ind of work . It compels great 
personal sacrifices of comfort and con­ 
stant attention to business. 
It is no 
child's play. 
There are numerous fortunes still to 
be made there, but it will tak e capital 
a nd experience to get them out. 
We 
hav e no machinery to work with a s yet 
except of tlie crudest sort. 
Machinery 
will 
probably 
be 
introduced 
after 
awhile. I shall tak e my own machinery 
in next spring. It will be the 
kind best 
adapted to that sort of mining. 
1 hat is one of the principal\hing§ I 
came out for— that and to get a little 
rest. 
Since I hav e been here my m ail 
has steadily increased until it is impos­ 
sible for me to giv e it proper attention. 
I hav e a number of the most v alua­ 
ble mining claims in the Klondik e re- j 
gion, all of which I secured by purchase, j 
Before I left there 1 made arrangements 
w ith my partner to secure options on 
any new discov eries which m ight prov e 
v aluable. 
W ill F orm a Com pany. 
When I came out here, I had no in­ 
tention of organizing a stock company 
to opt rate my mines, but since my a r­ 
riv al among my old friends and associ­ 
ates 1 find that there tire so many peo­ 
ple who desire to inv est, rather than to 
brav e the dangers and bear the expense 
of a trip to the Klondik e region them ­ 
selv es, that I am about to place my 
m ining property in a corporation of 
which I am president and general m an­ 
ager, and which I confidently believ e 
will prov e the richest gold mining com ­ 
pany in the world. 
About the ownership of the Yuk on 
and Klondik e districts, I read in the 
papers that this man Ark ell claims to 
hav e been the man who fitted out Lieu­ 
tenant Glav e, John Dalton and a whole 
party of Chilk at Indians— I would not 
say how m any— that he was the man 
who located 
these mines, discov ered 
them, in 189 1. 
Now, the truth of that is that Glav e 
and 
his party went up the Cbiik at 
riv er, across the Chilk at pass, and ex­ 
plored the head of the White and Alsack 
riv ers, which empty into Dry bay, a 
part of the Pacific ocean, u little south 
of Yak utat. 
They were probably 500 
miles from the mouth of the Thron 
Diuck , where the gold diggings are, and 
on the west side of the YTik on riv er 
while the Thron Diuck riv er is on the 
east of it. 
I don’t k now what they did. 
They 
explored and ran around through that 
country. They had four horses— that is 
three horses and a mule. 
There was no 
m ining or prospecting done by that 
party. They were hunting for a place to 
locate a trading post. 
Jack Dalton did locate a trading post 
in 189 3 on the headwaters of the Al- 
eack riv er, which he is still running and 
which is supplied 
by pack animals 
around by way of Chilk at pass. 
Mr. 
Ark ell states that Lieutenant Glav e died 
on his way back to his rich gold mines, 
which he hud discov ered on the Thron 
Diuck . 
It is a well k nown fact that 
Lieutenant 
Glav e 
died in Australia 
about 189 8 or 189 4. 
No G o ld In T ha t R eg io n. 
In the region explored by the Ark eli 
expedition no gold has ev er been dis­ 
cov ered. 
It is certain that this party 
did not penetrate the Klondik e Yuk on 
region or go anywhere near the Yuk on 
riv er. The nearest point was probably 
Fort Selk irk , which was at a distance 
of about 300 miles. No expedition that 
went there ev er reached the Klondik e 
district or discov ered the existence of 
gold there. 
There was not a claim stak ed out on 
it until Aug. 24 of last year, and that 
was located by George McCormack . At 
the time of the discov ery, in the whole 
of Alask a I would say there were prob­ 
ably 2,500 men scattered ov er a range 
of territory of 1,000 miles at least. 
The ten years I was there prev ious to 
the discov ery of the Bonuuza and Gold 
Bottom diggings no great discov ery had 
been made. 
At least none has ev er 
been recorded, with the exception of 
those at Circle City, where a few men 
made from $5,000 to $45,000. No great 
fortune was ev er made there.

think it shows well for numerous for­ 
tunes to be made in there without mod­ 
ern machinery and sk illed labor. 
What 
we need the most of anything is to get 
companies to tak e supplies there, so 
that we can get our machinery there 
and handle this property. 
Under the 
present conditions the country will not 
support a v ery large population. 
Men who go in there now and think 
they are going to buy a claim for $ 
1,000 
or $2,000 or ev en $5,000 or $10,000 
will be disappointed. 
The men who 
hav e alread}’ filed on claims fully ap­ 
preciate the v alue of their holding* 
quite as much as any one who goes in 
for speculation can possibly do. 
They 
hav e better means of k nowing that a 
claim will mak e them rich than the 
speculators hav e who are willing to put 
up one fifth of the v alue of the property. 
There are sev eral men of means there 
now who hav e tried to buy claims for 
the purpose of incorporating ooinpunies, 
but miners would not sell to them un­ 
less they could get their price. 
I don’t think that any of the com­ 
panies organized to go there and inv est 
in claims or for the purpose of explora­ 
tion will mak e any money out of it, be­ 
cause the men who own the property 
now k now they can get all the money 
they w ant to work with. The cry is that 
these men are speculators and want 
their claims for a song, and they are 
holding the claims pretty high in con- 
*equence. 
Claims are held there all the way, 
for an unprospected claim, from $ 
10,- 


000 to $ 200,000 and the prospected 
claims much higher. 
Very few if any 
of the claims hav e been incorporated. 
My idea is that men who go in there 
w ith $40,000 or $50,000 or $ 
100,000 to 
buy up claims for the purpose of specu­ 
lation are going to get left. 
I am sure 
that many of the companies that are 
adv ertising that they hav e agents in 
that 
country 
purchasing 
v aluable 
claims will nev er be able to buy any 
that will be profitable. 
They may be able to buy them on 
French creek and Sk ook uui creek , where 
there is no water to work them in the 
proper time of the year. The only time 
there is water there is in the spring, 
when the snow thaws. 
I don’t believ e I would put any of my 
own money into a scheme organized for 
the purpose of tak ing a chance of buy­ 
ing for a song unprotec ted property 
which is expected to yield millions. 
The owners of prospected property 
whose v alue has been demonstrated will 
certainly not dispose of their holdings 
unless they are fully paid for them. 
Unprospected property is what we call 
“ wild cat. ” 
Old Co mpa nies. 
I think 1 hav e told you about all I 
k now al out the Klondik e-Yuk on dis­ 
trict, irs history, its people and its fu­ 
ture. 
About the men who went in there 
with me? Well, William Moore, who 
left Arizona with me to go there, is 
now in Spok ane Falls, Wash., as a m in­ 
ing expert 
He is going back in the 
spring. 
I guess he is doing fairly well. 
He has w ritten me since I hav e been 
here that he is going back with me next 
spring. 
John McGraw, who also wedt with 
me from Arizona in 1882 , is driv ing a 
“stage in Montana. 
I guess he is doing 
fairly well. He has married since. John 
Rogers, another member of the party, I 
hav e lost track of. 1 heard he was dead. 
H. H Pitts, who was in the party, is 
running a trading post for Harper and 
myself at Fort Selk irk , 187 miles from 
Dawson. He is the manager of tho post 
I guess Pitts is w (di fixed. I think he 
has made money right along. 
Robert 
Adams is work ing in the Treadwell 
mill at Juneau. 
I think he is one of
